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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To THE SCHOOL BoARD OF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT OF 
LANGDON : 

Herewith I respectfully submit my first annual report as su- 
perintendent of your schools, it being the seventh in a series of 
similar reports, so submitted, since you first adopted the district 
supervisory plan.

Since you entrusted to me the supervision of your schools, 
last August, there have been maintained in the town two 
schools, one on Langdon Hill for sixteen weeks and one at the 
Center for twenty weeks. The teachers in neither of these 
schools had been tried before in this town, and neither of them 
came to us with that professional training which will entitle us 
to a rebate from the state, on their salaries. Yet, in the selec- 
tion of these teachers, I feel that we have been very fortunate, 
and that the work accomplished by them has been exceptionally 
good for the existing conditions. 

I find school conditions at the Center too unsatisfactory to 
Jong exist without modifications. The school room is too small, 
with the present system of heating and ventilating, to accommo- 
date the number of children in attendance. The room, 
though vastly improved in appearance by the new black boards, 
is still an unsightly place, an education to the ‘children in the 
wrong direction. Superintendents are today, as probably never 
before, paying close attention to the physical environment of the 
child. The school rooms are being properly heated, lighted, 
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ventilated, and decorated. It is useless to try to teach a child 
whose attention is constantly withdrawn because of uncomfort- 
able surroundings, stupefied and poisoned by foul air, or blind- 
ed by poor or insufficient light. Poor air and insufficient light 
are the causes of three-fourths of the stupidity of our pupils, 
wherever found. I believe the wealthy little town of Langdon 
can ill afford to house its next generation for six hours each 
school day in a building so poorly equipped for the purpose, 
nor do I believe that the people wish to do so. 

I recommend for the betterment of these conditions in the 

Center School: First, install some kind of a heating and venti- 
lating plant; next, put in a new clean floor and do over the 
walls and ceiling; third, if the number of pupils in the school 
remains permanent or increases, divide the school in some way. 

In the purchase of books and supplies, though endeavoring 
not to be extravagant, I have not stinted myself, especially in 
supplementary reading material. In the purchase of such books 
as ‘* Merry Animal Tales,” ‘* Boy Blue and his Friends,” 
‘s The Brownie Primer”’ and * Life in the Greenwood,” I have 
aimed to secure books in which the predominbting merit is in- 
terest for the pupil, thereby lessening the strain on our over-bur- 
dened teachers. Whatever changes in texts have thus far been 
made were for the sake of uniformity in the two schools of the 
town. 

With hearty and sincere thanks to the board for their sup- 
port and co-operation and for the confidence they have placed 
in me, to the teachers for their earnestness and their readiness to 
act on my suggestions, and to the people in general for their 
courtesy, this report is respectfully suamitted.
